Research projects in which balioons are used and whioh are 
conducted or sponsored by the Army, Navy or United States Air Foroe are 
checked by the Intslligence Department of this Command. These checks 
areusually made direct from the Project "SION" Office, MCIAXO-3. These 
cheoka are distinct from the oheck of synoptic balloon flights made by 
weather service stations of the Air Force, the Navy and the Department 
of Commerce. (U. S..Weather Bureau) requested of Air Veather Service.
